Head Of United States Supreme Court Is 


/Seventy-Mve Today And Will Not'Retire 


till AfteVPresidential Election.

he. has- at no:'time since" he reached 
the..age of seventy seriously consider- 
ed taking advantage of the privilege 
He apparently is in good health/ arid 
onjoys Washington lite. 'For a man 
of his'.age he is well preserved, ;an'd 
tlie, prevailing . opinion here is that 
unless J)is health should suddenly fail, 
he will certa'inly remain on the bench 
until after 'the next presidential elec- 
tion.
